Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner has required restriction to one of the following inventions under 35 
U.S.C. § 121: 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to an anti-fogging control system based on 



outside windshield temperature and outside dew point temperature, 
classified in class 165, subclass 224. 
II. Claims 10-16, drawn to an anti-fogging control system based on 
inside windshield temperature and inside dew point temperature, 
classified in class 165, subclass 223. 
Applicants, without traverse, respectfully request the Examiner to proceed with 
Invention I defined by Claims 1-9. Applicants request that the non-elected Claims be 
held in abeyance for further prosecution in future divisional and/or continuation 
applications. 

Election of Species 

The Examiner has also required an election of species pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 
121 to one of the following patentably distinct species: 

I. First control species of Figure 7; 

II. Second control species of Figure 10; and 

III. Third control species of Figure 12. 

Applicants, without traverse, respectfully request the Examiner to proceed with 
Species I principally illustrated in Figure 7. Applicants believe that Claims 1-9 read on 
the elected species. Applicants request that the non-elected Claims be held in 
abeyance for possible rejoinder and/or further prosecution in future divisional and/or 
continuation applications.
